Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

Reference is made to document JP-A-1 0099236 (D1). 

Document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 
and shows a collapsible toilet made of sheet material, the toilet comprising side walls 1- 
4 connected to each other at their lateral edges and defining an inner space of the 
toilet, a seat surface 21,31,41 arranged at the upper edges of the side walls 1-4, and 
fold-lines for collapsing the toilet, the collapsible toilet comprising two opposite holding 
side walls 2,4 having top edges to which two edges of the seat surface 21,31,41 are 
joined respectively along respective fold lines 3a,4a, and supporting side walls 1,2 
connecting the holding side walls 2,4. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known from document D1 in that: 

- the seat surface of the invention is annular when the seat surface known from D1 
extends only on three sides of the toilet, 

- both side walls connecting the holding side walls of the toilet of the invention have 
each an upper edge forming a supporting periphery that supports seat surface when in 
the toilet known from D1 only one of the side walls connecting the holding side walls 
supports the seat surface, and 

- in the seat surface a fold line is arranged at an equal distance from the top edges of 
the holding side walls, said fold-line enabling folding the seat surface into an inner 
space when the holding side walls are moved towards each other. 

There is a combinatory effect between these features. 

Therefore, the subject-matter of claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-9 meets the 
requirements of the PCT in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
